The show featured twenty one contes- 
tants ranging in age from five to 17 years of age. Each 
singer performed their song for a panel of five judges, 
and for the audience that filled the hall to capacity. Each 
performer was judged for both their abilities as a singer 
and as entertainers. 

Judging the contest could not have been an easy 
task as each of the singers gave sterling performances and 
received glowing reviews from the panel. The judges used 
the forum to give the aspiring idols high praise, gentle 
tips and important reminders that will go a long ways to- 
wards helping the youngsters perfect their stage craft and 
build confidence. Unlike the television version of Idol, the 
panel kept their comments positive to help boost the self 
esteem of the performers. 

Miss Jenson uses her standing as a Miss Teen 
America for Massachusetts to help bring the gift of music 
to children through the region. Her Magic of Music 




Scholarship Foundation, which was established in part by 
funds that she raised through last year's inaugural Idol 
contest, gave scholarships to six area music students over 
the past year. Proceeds from Saturday evening's event 
will help to further the Magic of Music Scholarship fund 
over the coming year. 

"What started out with just me trying to raise 
money for kids to give them music lessons, has turned 
into this great program. We have given away six scholar- 
ships over the past year, including the one tonight", said 
Miss Jensen. Alyssa Landry of Middleboro was the latest 
recipient of a Magic for Music scholarship and she was 
on hand to receive her award during a break in between 
performances. Miss Jenson went on to say, "I feel music 
can do so much good in a child's life and that it should be 
open to anyone, not just those who have the money and 
can afford lessons. Music can be very therapeutic and can

Marion Boy Scout Helps the Bats

The job of a Boy Scout is to make a difference. 
One particular Boy Scout, Tyler Molander of Marion, de- 
cided to make a difference by helping bats find comfort- 
able housing. 

What? 

In an economy where we humans aren't always 
able to find comfortable housing for ourselves, why 
would we be interested in helping strange looking noctur- 
nal creatures get cozy? 

Tyler decided this would be important after re- 
searching Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE), a mosquito 
borne viral disease. Still confused? It just so happens bats 
like to eat mosquitos. They can eat over 500 mosquitos in 
an hour. That is not only impressive, but incredibly help- 
ful for us. EEE can harm not only people, but animals as 
well, and can result in death. 

So now we realize bats are more useful (and natu- 
ral) than bug spray. They function as a protection against 
disease and itchiness. What does it take to keep them near 
by? 

A house or a hotel. They will move in to a neigh- 
borhood if there is a comfortable hotel for them there. 
Tyler, with help from the boys and adult members of 
Troop 32 of Marion constructed six bat hotels. Each hotel 
can house 200 bats, although it can take a year or more for 
the hotel to reach capacity. 

One bat hotel has been mounted at Camp Hadley, 
and two more will soon be up at Washburn Park and near 
Benson Brook Rd. The hotels need to be in an open space 
with a fresh water supply nearby. 

The most challenging part of this process was in 
finding local businesses willing to donate to this cause. 
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Most places wanted Tyler to come back again with a writ- 
ten request and then they would consider and get back to 
him. While this seems reasonable, it meant delaying the 
project which Tyler was ready to begin. 

In the end, more than $600.00 worth of lumber 
and supplies were donated thanks to the generosity of Jim 
Bruce of E.L. Morse Lumber of Wareham, Christine and 
Mike Bertram of Mattapoisett, Dick Cannon of R.F. Morse 
of West Wareham, Jim Kalife of Fairhaven Lumber Com- 
pany of Fairhaven and Ron Geary of Dartmouth Building 
Supplies of North Dartmouth. Also Rob Zora, DPW Su- 
perintendent, and Scott Shipley, the town carpenter, were 
very helpful and supportive of this project. 

Bat Hotels require little to no maintenance. The 
bats droppings fall through the open bottom of the hotel 
to the ground, so there is no need for a human cleaning 
person. 

Tyler's research about bats tells us that 70% of 
the more than 1000 bat species are insectivores, mean- 
ing they only eat insects. Some insects will even avoid an 
area where they hear bats. While some people may fear

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that if they put up a bat hotel that bats will begin moving 
into their attic and wall spaces, Tyler says that is not true. 
If the bats were interested in living there, they would be 
there already 

Another common fear about bats is that they 
may be sick and carry disease. Yet fewer than ten people 
in over 50 years have contracted rabies from the North 
American bats species that generally live in bat hotels. For 
more information about bats visit www.batcon.org the 
Bat Conservation International website. 

ORR Budget Hearing 

March 5, 2009

ORR Superintendent Dr. William R. Cooper pre- 
sented the draft budget for the regional schools for Fiscal 
Year 2010 at a Public Hearing held on Thursday, March 
5, 2009 at 6:30 pm in the Cafeteria at ORR. Attendance at 
the Public Hearing of interested residents from the Towns 
of Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester was sparse, with 
no more than five residents present at any time during the 
session. Members of the regional school staff, including 
the principals of both the junior and senior high schools, 
were in attendance, as were members of the ORR School 
Committee and several members of Town finance com- 
mittees. 

"The key piece of interest for the finance commit- 
tees is the assessment to the Towns," said Dr. Cooper, "so 
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we will start with that, and see what develops as we go 
along/' Dr. Cooper noted that work on the budget began 
in October 2008. About the end of January 2009, the ORR 
School Committee asked the Town finance committees if a 
three- or four-percent increase in the ORR budget would 
be acceptable, and the Committee was advised that three 
or four percent would not be acceptable, but that the 
Committee should aim for a maximum increase of two 
percent. At that stage. Dr. Cooper said, the Committee 
had to immediately cut $188,000 to get the draft budget 
down to a two percent level. 

"We think that we have a proposal that does not 
diminish the experience of the students,'' Dr. Cooper said, 
"and we have two wonderful schools, and we want to

keep the richness of the experience for the students.'' 

ORR Junior High School Principal Kevin T. Bro- 
gioli told the gathering that he had made approximately 
$91,000 in cuts to his budget, but believes that he and his 
staff will still be able to deliver a high-quality educational 
program to the students in grades seven and eight. Mr. 
Brogioli said that among the cuts are: a physical educa- 
tion teacher position which will be filled instead with an 
instructional assistant; a re-focusing of the after school 
athletic program to become an intramural program as 
opposed to the current interscholastic program (resulting, 
according to Mr. Brogioli, in greater student participation, 
but achieving significant cost savings to the school); a re- 
duction in library text monies of $2,000; the elimination of 
"Study Island,'' a web-based mathematics study program; 
reductions in physical education and science education 
supplies; and delaying replacement of the eighth grade 
social studies text. "Even so," Mr. Brogioli said, "the im- 
pact on our students, and our educational program, will 
be minimal." 

John Amaral, Interim Principal of ORR Senior 
High School, told the Public Hearing that the needed 
budget savings will be achieved by attrition of staff, a 
reduction in the number of class sections in some class 
offerings, and reductions in costs of transportation, par- 
ticularly in the area of educational field trips. Mr. Amaral 
said that there would be a reduction of 10 class sections in 
both art and science, and a decrease of nine class sections

in world language, physical education and health. Class 
sections offered in the 2009-2010 school year will be based 
on (a) student need (the number of requests); (b) optimal 
class sizes; and (c) meeting desirable outcomes on the fed- 
eral (No Child Left Behind), state (annual yearly progress 
and MCAS) and local (graduation requirements) levels. 
Among other cost saving measures, the high school will 
be replacing some textbooks with "new'' used books, 
and rebinding older textbooks. In addition, Mr. Amaral 
said, more transportation costs, particularly in the area of 
educational field trips, will be borne directly by students 
participating in those activities, a "pay-as-you-go'' ap- 
proach. In the athletic programs, there will be a reduction 
in the numbers of games played, saving on both transpor- 
tation and the cost of game officiating. Additionally, two 
track coaches will not be replaced next year. Mr. Amaral 
assured those present that the supplies line item of the 
athletic department would adequately support the basic 
needs of each sport. 

Teresa Hamm, Director of Student Services for 
ORR, outlined the cutbacks in the special education bud- 
get: (a) in the high school, a reduction of two paraprofes- 
sionals, leaving five teachers and 10 paraprofessionals; (b) 
in the junior high school, a reduction of one paraprofes- 
sional, leaving four teachers and 10 paraprofessionals; 
(c) splitting the Individual Support Program between 
the high school and the junior high school, and adding 
a credit recovery component, NovaNet; (d) reducing the 
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speech therapist to a .4 FTE (two days per week); and (e) a 
reduction in tutorial services. 

Dr. Cooper, noting that the assessment this year 
for the Town of Rochester will spike with an increase of 
6.5%, said that the Towns may want to change to a roll- 
ing average of student enrollment over a three-, five- or 
seven-year term, in order to even out such spikes over 
time, which are usually the result of periodic surges in 
student population. The mechanics of implementing such 
a methodology would need to be examined by each of the 
Towns, and would likely require a change in the regional 
school agreement among the three Towns. 

ORR School Committee Chairman Robert Nec- 
tow told the Public Hearing that the Committee remains 
concerned about plant maintenance going forward, which 
is not adequately addressed in the proposed budget. "We 
spent approximately $15 million six or seven years ago, 
and we need to take steps to ensure that we are protecting 
that investment in the physical plant,'' Mr. Nectow said. 

The Committee's presentation projected federal 
stimulus monies to the regional schools as possibly be- 
ing as much as $300,000, although those figures are only 
rough estimates at this time. The proposed budget also 
assumes an increase in insurance costs, overall, of ap- 
proximately 8.65%, and an increase in transportation costs 
(once the bus contracts, currently out for bids, have been 
finalized) of approximately 8%. While Mr. Nectow said 
that the Committee agrees that the insurance assumption 
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is likely to be much higher than the final increase amount 
obtained from Gateway (the health insurance consortium 
to which ORR belongs, along with the three Towns), "it is 
difficult to go back to the Towns and ask for more mon- 
ey/' Rochester Selectman Dan McGaffey said that "ORR 
is not under the same constraints as the Towns are to 
have a balanced budget. The schools can come back to the 
Towns and ask for more money/' Mr. McGaffey called on 
the Committee to make a commitment to the three Towns 
that if the insurance and transportation costs come in un- 
der the budget assumptions, such savings will be directly 
returned to the three Towns. Asked by The Wanderer after 
the conclusion of the Public Hearing if he felt that such 
a commitment had been made by the Committee, Mr. 
McGaffey said, "No, I did not hear such a commitment." 
Richard Nunes, Chair of the Rochester Board of Select- 
men, who also attended the Public Hearing, agreed with 
Mr. McGaffey's assessment. 

Mr. Nectow announced that the Committee 
would take a final vote on the proposed Fiscal Year 2010 
budget at its next regular meeting, scheduled to be held 
on Tuesday, March 10, 2009 at 6:30 pm in the Conference 
Room of the Superintendent's Office. The Public Hearing 
was adjourned at 7:36 pm.

ORR School Committee Meeting 
March 10, 2009

A regular meeting of the ORR School Committee 
was held on March 10, 2009 at 6:30 pm in the Conference 
Room of the Superintendent's Office at ORR. Present at 
the meeting were ORR Superintendent Dr. William R. 
Cooper, ORR Senior High School Interim Principal John 
Amaral, ORR Junior High School Principal Kevin T. Bro- 
gioli, ORR School Committee Chairman Robert Nectow, 
ORR School Committee Members James O'Brien and Paul 
Silva, ORR Business Manager Katie Isernio, and several 
other members of the ORR School Committee who were 
not identified for the media. 

Dr. Cooper reported that the search for a perma- 
nent principal for the Senior High School is going well. 
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and that there are three finalists under consideration by 
the search committee. Two of the finalists have visited the 
school and met with parents, teachers and students. The 
third candidate will be visiting the school for the same 
sort of meetings on Wednesday, March 11, 2009. It is an- 
ticipated that the search committee will make a candidate 
selection within the next week or so, and that contract 
talks with such candidate could be completed by the end 
of March 2009. 

The Superintendent advised the Committee that 
he needed an executive session of the Committee at the 
conclusion of the public meeting for several personnel 
matters, and without objection, the Chairman ordered 
that such executive session would follow the regular pub- 
lic meeting. 

Mr. Brogioli announced that 30 students took the 
National Latin Examination this past week, and that 90 
students in the eighth grade have taken the National As- 
sessment of Educational Progress test. Mr. Brogioli also 
informed the Committee that an Aviation Club has been

posed ticket sales would occur during the month of April, 
with all proceeds after costs going to benefit of the teams 
that sell tickets. The Committee unanimously approved 
the fundraising activity as outlined by Mr. Walsh. 

The Committee unanimously approved atten- 
dance at ORR of a foreign exchange student from Spain 
in the fall 2009 semester for a period of approximately six 
weeks, on a recommendation from Dr. Cooper. 

The Committee considered the Fiscal Year 2010 
budget, with Chairman Nectow noting that the Towns 
of Marion and Rochester have both expressed concerns 
about the budget assumptions for health insurance and 
transportation costs being higher than the anticipated 
final costs for those line items. The Town of Rochester 
Board of Selectmen and the Town of Rochester Finance 
Committee, in a memorandum dated March 2, 2009, and 
distributed at the Committee meeting, indicated that 
they "are very concerned about the $236,000 increase for 
Rochester ORR assessment for FY 2010. The substantial 
increase over last year is having a major impact of [sic] 
the available funds for the RMS budget and the town's 
budget for FY2010. We ask the ORR School Committee 
consider [sic] reducing the assessments if the following 
reductions in expenses happen and if additional fund- 
ing becomes available. 1. Health Insurance. You have 
already indicated that the health insurance increase has 
been reduced from 8.65% to percent to 5.00% [sic] and are 
expecting the increase to be even lower. 2. Transporta- 
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tion. The budget includes an increase of 8% and you have 
indicated that the bus contract increase will come in much 
lower then [sic] budgeted. 3. The Federal American Recov- 
ery and Reimbursement Act has been passed by Congress 
and signed by the President will [sic] provide some ad- 
ditional funding for ORR of about $300,000. Please review 
the attached summary of what funding will be available for 
school districts from the stimulus bill. In summary. We [sic] 
understand this are [sic] very difficult times for everyone 
but we would hope the school committee consider that any 
reduction in expenses or additional funds received by the 
region be shared to reduce the assessments of the towns.'' 

Mr. Nectow also noted that the Town of Marion 
also is concerned about the issue of health insurance cost 
assumptions in the budget, but that officials of the Town 
have informally indicated that Marion is willing to wait un- 
til sometime after the second quarter of the new fiscal year 
to see the final numbers, after all monies are accounted. 

Discussion also considered the current status of the 
Excess and Deficiency Account, which Committee Member 
Paul Silva said "should have roughly $500,000 in it, and it 
has about $25,000 right now.'' The consensus of the Com- 
mittee was to agree in principle that any monies that prove 
to be overages be available to reduce the assessments to the 
Towns, but that at that point, negotiations with the Towns 
regarding replenishment of the E&D Account will be ap- 
propriate. 

Formal motions to approve an operating budget for 
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ORR for Fiscal Year 2010 in the amount of $15,149,761.00, 
and a capital budget for ORR for Fiscal Year 2010 in the 
amount of $1,055,248.00 were approved unanimously by 
the Committee. 

Mr. Nectow announced the close of the public 
portion of the Committee meeting at 7:29 pm, with a five- 
minute recess before the Committee would proceed to 
convene in executive session.

There seems to be some confusion over what the intent of 
the agreement was. The intent was that the town would 
seek authorization to accept a parcel of land as a gift from 
the Bay Club. 

Part of that agreement was that the town would 
place a proposal on the Article on the Town Meeting 
Warrant that requests the town to place our parcel in 
conservation. Please note that it was exactly that; a 
proposal. 

To put both Articles forward, which was a 
problem I had from the beginning, would have been 
disingenuous on behalf of the board. It was not an 
attempt to without information or not give all of the facts;

Within 
the agreement, there is an extension clause as well as a 
waiver in case either party could not perform for one or 
more contingencies. 

If the town did not want to put that property in 
conservation, and if the people wanted the town to go 
back to negotiating table to and possibly put that property 
up for sale and instruct the Board otherwise, was really 
the answer we were looking for.

until we go back to the negotiating table to tell them 'we 
don't have the authority to put this in the conservation, as 
it would be fiscally irresponsible to do that and we don't 
have the proper approval.

The Mattapoisett Power Squadron will present

Watchmen. Starring Patrick Wilson and Jackie Earle Haley. Directed by 
Zack Snyder. Running time: 161 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Full disclosure: I'm a fan of Watchmen, the groundbreaking graphic 
novel written by Alan Moore and drawn by Dave Gibbons. I've read it 
dozens of times since it came out over two decades ago; I know it like I 
know my own face. That said, I tried to go into the new movie version as 
blank as possible — to bring neither high hopes nor cynicism, to give it a 
shot as its own beast. What I found was a strange and gorgeous beast indeed, 
not without problems, a mesmerizing epic folly of the sort hardly anyone 
attempts any more. It is absolutely sick with ambition, each frame jammed 
with detail and eye candy. I know that Alan Moore has disowned it — 
disowned the very idea of it — but I don't have the heart to join him. 

The spine of this epic is a murder mystery. We're in an alternate 1985, 
where superheroes are real, or were until they were outlawed years ago. One 
of them, a retired black-ops spook named Edward Blake, or the Comedian 
(Jeffrey Dean Morgan), has been thrown out of his high-rise window. Who 
did it? Another masked avenger, the stubbornly unretired Rorschach (Jackie 
Earle Haley), suspects a conspiracy to do away with costumed heroes. His 
thesis is met with skepticism by Dan Dreiberg (Patrick Wilson), the former 
Nite Owl, now softly and nostalgically retired; Adrian Veidt (Matthew 
Goode), or Ozymandias, now an immensely prosperous corporate bigwig; 
and Dr. Manhattan (Billy Crudup), who used to be physicist Jon Osterman 
before a lab accident turned him into a glowing blue superman with godlike 
powers. 

I didn't expect much from director Zack Snyder, who made the passable 
but hollow Dawn of the Dead remake and the oafish 300 (to be fair, the 
oafishness was transcribed more or less intact from the Frank Miller graphic 
novel). But his work on Watchmen, while perhaps not "visionary" as the ads 
claim, has the feverish quality of obsession. Like Peter Jackson with King 
Kong, Snyder has undertaken this massive effort with a mix of geek gratitude 
and the privilege that comes with having made gobs of money on past films. 



Often, the result is refreshingly soothing; many scenes, driven by dialogue 
or exposition, have the confident echo-chamber quietude only found in big 
movies that aren't afraid of losing your attention. (The young audience I sat 
with remained hushed throughout.) 

Clearly no expense has been spared (except in the old-age-makeup 
department); this story ranges from Rorschach's filthy street gutters to the 
splendor of Mars, where Dr. Manhattan transports former lover Laurie Jupiter 
(Malin Akerman) to discuss why he may or may not be interested in saving 
the world from almost-certain nuclear holocaust. Each stop on this journey is 
lovingly rendered and detailed, with some full-fledged dramatic performances 
to match. Jackie Earle Haley's Rorschach is a right-wing mad dog deformed 
by childhood abuse, fufl of sadness as wefl as rage; Patrick Wilson gives us 
a Nite Owl made flabby by enforced rest but eager to get back into the game. 
And for the second time in a Zack Snyder film. Matt Frewer turns up in a 
smafl but indelible turn as a man with a bitter acceptance of his impending 
painful death. Others aren't so fortunate; when one character says "I'm not 
a comic-book viflain" — well, to paraphrase Rob Rodi's Comics Journal 
review of the original Watchmen, all I could think was, he sure acts like one. 

The mood here is paranoia and dread, spiked with the exultation and 
disgust of gory — sometimes extremely gory — battle. Watchmen is not your 
father's superhero-team flick, unless your father was collecting the original 
series back in 1986. There's always something going on; much of it made me 
wince (Rorschach's brutality isn't slowed down a bit when he's briefly sent 
to prison), some of it made me cringe (of the actors who'fl get a career bump 
from this film, the inexpressive Malin Akerman will probably get left out), 
none of it made me bored. I cafled it a folly: it's deeply problematic at times; 
Snyder's reach sometimes exceeds his grasp. But at least he has reached, and 
has not disgraced himself or the book.
